URGENT NEED FOR LUMBER PRODUCTION 
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The necessities of war are reaching 


out into more and more fields and 


now it is the Lumber situation that ‘s 
causing the Dept. of Munitions and 
Supply and the Wholesalers and Re- 
tailers a real headache. 

There is no shortage of timber in 
Canada— but in the lumbering as in 
farming there is a serious shortage 
of men to perform the necessary 
work !n cutting the standing timber, 
logging and shipping to Lumber mills. 

The need for more “finished timber” 
is so acute that the logging and lum- 
ber industry is being classed as an 
essentfal war industry. 

Maximum production of logs and 
lumber must be accomplished, even 
with our present difficulties of labor 
shortage, 

In the Pacific Coast region, lumber 
production recently has fallen from 
160,000,000 ft. a month to 140,000,000 
or less and this when Canadian war 
requirements are 15,000,000 ft per 
week. 

Canada’s 1941 production was ap- 
proximately 5,000,000,000 ft., of which 


in Canada 2,250,000,000, ex- 
ported to Britain 1,250,000,000 ft. to 
the United States, 1,250,000,000 and 
to other countries, 250,000,000 ft. 
Unfortunately our 1942 production, ow- 
ing to labor shortage will be consider- 
ably less. This at a time when the 
needs are considerably increasing. 
Hence plans are being adopted to

Wholesalers and retailers are co- 


operating to meet the situation. 

Increased prices to manufacturers are 
being granted by the department to 
encourage the increased production, 
but it is arranged in view of the price

by this means, not a single dollar of 
invested money has ever been lost. 
The Associations there have their own 
Central organization, which makes 
loans available to member Associa- 
tions which experience a heavy call 
for mortgage funds. 

Province Lending Road Building 
Machines for War Work 

Providing additional assistance to 
the federal government, the Alberta 
department of public works has made 
available more modern road machin- 
ery for airport construction. The equip 
ment was turned over in response to 
an appeal by Hon. C. D.. Howe, Minis- 
ter of Munitions and Supply. Earlier 
this summer some of the province’s 
largest pieces of equipment went to 
the dominion authority. Because of 
these transfers, it is warned that Al- 
berta’s road building and maintenance 
program may be curtailed. While the 
machinery is on actual war work it is 
impossible to find substitutes to carry 
on provincial projects.

1. Question: WHO MUST PAY? 


Axswer: All persons in receipt of incomes over 
$660 single—or $1200 married. 


2. Question: WHAT FORMS DO YOU 
HAVE TO FILL OUT? 


Answer: Unless you are single, without de- 
pendents, and not making payments for 
allowable personal savings (Item 5D), you 
should file Form TD-1 with your employer. 
Otherwise he must deduct the amounts pro- 
vided by the Table of Tax Deductions for a 
single person without dependents or personal 
savings. 

If % or more of your income comes from 
salary or wages, you must file your 1942 Income 
Return by 30th September 1943. If your in- 
come is not over $5,000, including not over 
$100 from investments, you will use Form 
T1-Special; otherwise you will use Form T.1. 


3. Question: WHEN AND HOW IS 
YOUR TAX COLLECTED? 


~ Answer: Your employer is required by law to 


make deductions from your salary or wages on 
account of your 1942 tax during the period 
September 1942 to August 1943. Each deduc- 
tion must be the amount provided by the 
official Table of Tax Deductions for your 
current rate of pay, and family status and per- 
sonal savings as declared on Form TD-1 
(Item 2 above). 

The Table is designed to collect about 90% 
of the tax on your salary or wages, leaving 
a balance of not more than 10%, in most cases, 
(plus tax on your other income, if any) to be 
paid with your Income Return to be filed in 
September 1943. 

If your salary or wages are less than % of 
your income, you must pay tax on your other 
income by compulsory instalments. (See 


Part II below). 


4. Question: WHAT CONSTITUTES 
TAXABLE INCOME? 


Answer: Your income is made up of your full 
salary or wages before any deductions whatso- 
ever, plus living allowances, gratuities or 
bonuses (including cost’ of living bonus) and 
the value of any board, living quarters or sup- 
plies, etc., given you by your employer. It also 
includes such receipts as interest and dividends, 
rents (after taxes, repairs, etc.), royalties and 
annuities. From your total income you deduct 
Payments (up to $300) into certain types of 
employees’ superannuation or pension funds, 
charitable donations up to 10% of your income, 
and medical expenses over 5% of your income 
(maximum—$400 single, $600 married, plus 
$100 for each dependent up to four), to find 
the amount of your taxable income.

Itisnow ILLEGAL 
to HOARD scrap steel 
or UNUSABLE machinery 


The Steel Controller has ordered that, after September 15, 1942, no 
person may retain in his possession scrap iron or steel weighing a 
total of 500 pounds or more unless he has a permit. 


(For the purposes of the new regulations, scrap metal includes machin 
ery, structural steed, or any other article or commodity containing 
iron or steel, which is not serving an immediate vital purpose.) 


The order also provides: 


That anyone, coming into possession after September 15 of scrap 
iron or steel weighing 500 pounds or more, must dispose of it within 
20 days. 

That any person having a valid reason for not disposing of scrap 
metal as scrap metal or who believes that it can serve some essential 
purpose, must send in a report by September 15 to the Used Goods 
Administrator of the Wartime Prices and Trade Poard, Lumsden 
Building, Toronto. His report must revea! the exact description, 
quantity, and location of his scrap metal. 


The provisions of the order do not apply to scrap dealers who are 
already subject to previous orders; nor do they affect metal fabri- 
cators and processors who are in legal possession of metal to be 
used in manufacturing. 


A copy of the order, S.C. 16, may be obtained from the Steel 
Controller, Department of Munitions and Supply, Ottawa. 


Infractions of the new regulations are subject to 
a fine of up to $5,000, or imprisonment of up 
to five years, or both fine and imprisonment.
